KAD TO EARN THEIR LIBERTY 


G R A D I N G C O T T O N . 
To persons not fam iliar with the 
technical side of cotton g rad in g -an d 
this means incidentally many men who 
make their livings producing the staple 
—such terms as “strict good ordinary, 
“low middling” and “middling fair,” 
often encountered in print, are a m ean­ 
ingless jumble of words. 
Less than 
three years ago—as a m atter of fact, 
until Uncle Ram came to the rescue 
the terms meant little enough in the 
most technical phases of the cotton 
trade.

The variations gave rise to endless 
disputes and the loss of much time and 
money. Al i i '.pts bad been made from 
time to time by various associations to 
reach an agreem ent as to standards, 
but had never proved success! til. Main 
experience!i cotton dealers belier od t hat 
variations among cotton grown in \ a n ­ 
oas sections of the south w as so great 
th at the form ulation of a satisfactory 
system of grades of universal applica­ 
tion would be impossible. 
Under authority of congress, how­ 
ever, the rhea newly created office of 
m arkets of the departm ent of agricul­ 
ture took up the problem in 1914 and 
established standards th at have not 
only m et with practically universal ac­ 
ceptance in the United States, but. 
th a t have been accepted to a certain 
extent in the chief foreign cotton m ar 
kets. 
Demand for the government 
standards is so brisk, in fact, that a 
large force of experts is kept busy now 
In specially equipped workrooms in 
W ashington arranging the carefully se­ 
lected samples of tiber of different 
grades in special receptacles and pre­ 
paring them tor shipment.

necessity of such an institution. 
Hie 
Continental congress as early as 17<0 
had also suggested the desirability of 
“a m ilitary school for the army.” 
Authorized in 1802, t h e Military acad­ 
emy was opened on the Fourth of July 
with a class of ten cadets. Prior to 
that time a number of students had 
been enrolled at the forts at West 
Point, where a corps of artillerymen 
and engineers was stationed and infor­ 
mal instruction had been given in tho 
arts of war. 
The first decade of the academy’s ex­ 
istence was marked by many vicissi­ 
tudes. Although congress had created 
the institut mi, the lawm akers appar­ 
ently soon forgot all about it, and, 
lacking sufficient funds for .its proper 
conduct, tho academy authorities were 
hard pressed to keep it alive. At one 
time the school was without a single 
instructor. In its first ten years only 
seventy-five students graduated. 
In 1812 President Madison brought 
about a reorganization of W est Point. 
Soon 2G0 students were enrolled, ain- 
the institution began to assume some 
thing of its present form. It was not 
until 1817, however^ th a t W est Point 
began to receive serious consideration 
in Hip military world. Colonel Sylva- 
nus Thayer, who has been called “the 
Father of West Point,” was appointed 
to command, and it was he who intro­ 
duced the uniform, the organization 
and rules of study. Under his control 
the academy gained prestige and* re­ 
nown. In 1883, when he resigned the 
command, West Point had won the r e ­ 
spect of the military men of Europe 
and was counted among the world s 
most famous institutions of its kind.— 
Exchange.

England Once Offered Spain the G reat 
Rock In a T rad e. 
You know that for everlasting sta­ 
bility and stubborn resistance there is 
nothing in the world like Gibraltar. 
Did you ever hear of a curious little 
bargain, which was never consum­ 
mated, but in which that great rock 
at the mouth of the M editerranean 
figured as part of the price? 
It had 
to do with an im portant part of our 
own country, and yet it is seldom men­ 
tioned in any of our histories. 
The impregnable fortress was fought 
over by tin' Spaniards find the Moors 
for two centuries, and it came in for 
tile keen interest of Oliver Cromwell, 
who flninde’o I at the British the fact 
that if they ever hoped t<* be* onto the 
dominating sea power of tin' world 
they m u s t control the M editerranean 
from Gibraltar. 
This great necessity 
was never tost sight of, but a suitable 
pretext did not arise until the w ar of 
the Spanish succession, when England 
and 
France 
were 
ut 
each 
others 
throat for the mastery of Europe. 
Under Admiral Sir George Brooke 
the British fleet made an unexpected 
attack on the Spanish defenses and 
captured Gibraltar in 1704. 
Presently 
the English sickened of their bargain 
That was ’ong before the digging O' 
the Suez canal by the French and the 
Egyptians, and the cost of m aintain­ 
ing the rocky fortress appeared to be 
out of all proportion to its worth. 
When Spain was approached by Na 
poleon for the purchase of Florida as 
a blow at England from the western 
theater of the Anglo-French war, Eng 
land offered Spain to trade Gibraltar 
for Florida. 
Had the trade taken 
place England would not now he un­ 
disputed m istress of the sea.—S t Louis 
Posfc-Dispatch.

SCOOPING UP W ATER. 


How a Fast Train Fills Its Locom otive 
Tank W ithout Stopping. 
Cecil J. Allen, chief of the civil 
Mr. 
engineers’ departm ent, supplies in the 
Great Eastern Railway Magazine some 
Interesting facts on “the picking up of 
w ater” by trains at full speed on long 
journeys. Locomotives, he says, are ex­ 
ceeding bibulous creatures. 
The en­ 
gines of one large British railway aion* 
consume some 12,500,000 gallons of wa 
ter per annum. An express engine un­ 
der normal conditions of running will 
consume from thirty to thirty-flve gal­ 
lons of w ater for every mile covered, 
Ions ' 
( A l g a general average. 
On such a 
journey as th at made by the “Cornish 
Riviera 
Limited 
Express,” 
of 
the 
Great W estern railway, from London 
to Plymouth, 225% miles—the longest 
daily nonstop run in the world—some 
four tons of coal are consumed against 
an average of no less than forty tons 
of water. 
The troughs, Mr. Allen 
explains, 
have usually a length of ju st over a 
quarter of a mile and are laid per­ 
fectly level in the center of the “four 
foot.” 
W ater is taken from them by 
means of a movable shovel shaped 
“scoop” under the tender, which Is 
lowered into the trough as the train 
passes over it at full speed. The sharp 
edge of this scoop cuts off, as it were 
the “top layer” of the water, which 1« 
forced up Into a large vertical pipe and 
delivered through a mushroom head o 
an elbow a t the top of the tender int*- 
the w ater tank. As soon as the w ate’ 
gauge on the tender Indicates that th 
tank is full the scoop is raised again 
According to the speed a t which the 
train is traveling, it i?< possible to lift 
from 2.000 to 3.000 gallons in about 
fifteen seconds. W estm inster Gazette 


First Footpath* In 1762. 
The student of old London, noticing 
the whitened curbs In the streets to 
day, is inevitably reminded that the in­ 
stitution of the footway is really of 
quite recent date. 
It was not indeed 
until after the W estm inster paving act 
of 1762 that footways became at all 
general.

of the Georges indicate the comers of 
these first footways.—Christian Science 
Monitor. 


'Curiosities of Etymology. 
It is extraordinary how words for 
the same thing differ in even so small 
a country as 
England. Take “left 
handed,’’ for example. In Gloucester­ 
shire such a person is described us 
“scrammy,” in 
Staffordshire he be­ 
comes “craggy.” The phrase for a left 
handed 
Yorkshireman is “gawkn*!- 
ger” or “calllck handed,” and in the 
next county, Durham, he is “cuddy 
paw.”—London Telegraph. 


Though disappointing at first sight to 
people who. have the crater of an ac­ 
tive Volcano in mind, yet tile famous 
“pitch lake” of Trinidad is remarkable 
enough to satisfy most thoroughly long 
ere the visit has come to an end. 
The lake is a level plain about a hun­ 
dred acres or so in extent, surrounded 
by low hills and dotted here and there 
w ith bushes and trees. The surface is 
not a shimmering black, as might be 
supposed, but a dull, grayish blue col­ 
or, intersected w ith pools of shining 
water. 
Altogether it is a very prosaic 
looking place, giving no hint of its real 
interest. 
One can walk w here one pleases on 
the surface of the asphalt xvithout any 
fear of sinking in, for It is quite solid 
enough to bear one's weight. 
If you 
stand in one place for a little while it 
feels hot to the feet, ju st like an as­ 
phalted street on a very hot day. 
Much of the time a fresh breeze 
blows, and one remem bers with amuse 
merit, the stories of the Imaginative 
w riters who talked about stifling heat 
and oppressive atmosphere. 
The digging of the asphalt is a sim­ 
ple operation. A m attock is the only 
tool required, and under its blowsy the 
pitch breaks readily. The negroes era 
ployed are very skilled in the work 
and break out lumps a couple of feet 
across, far too heavy for an ordinary 
man to carry. 
Only a very small am ount of the m a­ 
terial gets broken into little pieces, so 
that scarcely any baskets are needed 
to carry the asphalt to the cars. 
A 
laborer simply lifts one or two lumps, 
puts them en his head, walks a few 
yards and drops them Into the car. 
The crude asphalt, as broken out., is 
somewhat brownish or earthy In color. 
It is usually quite wet and filled with 
many holes, like bubbles, measuring un 
to an inch or more iii diameter. 
The gang of barefooted workmen in 
one place may num ber thirty men, of 
whom half a dozen do the digging. 
They work on a space perhaps sixty 
feet long and forty feet wide, and in 
the course of a da}’ they will dig down 
to a depth of three feet, or more In 
some places 
Go to th at same spot next morning, 
and you will find it a little rough, but 
approximately level with the rest, of 
the lake. The hole has been m ysteri­ 
ously filled up during the night, and in 
the course of a week all truces of the 
digging will lie obliterated. 
This does not mean necessarily that 
fresh asphalt has come into the lake 
from underground sources. On the con 
trary, the excavations are filled by a 
very slow settling or leveling of the 
surface asphalt. 
There is no such 
thing as “new” asphalt, by the way 
for the transition from liquid petro­ 
leum to solid asphalt by nature’s proc­ 
ess involves a period of time that must 
be calculated in centuries. 
The digging done in past years has 
•aused the general level of the lake to 
sink several feet, so th at it is not abso­ 
lutely inexhaustible, as some people im­ 
aging It is believed th at fresh asphalt 
very slowly pushes itself upward into 
the lake from the subterranean depths, 
but how large a quantity is thus added 
annually has not been calculated. 
Near the middle of the lake the m a­ 
terial is less hard than elsewhere, and 
In a few places soft asphalt may be 
seen in small, irregular patches oozing 
up from below. This fresh asphalt is 
of about the consistency of putty and 
can be kneaded and pulled in the hands 
without soiling them greatly. In the 
main, however, the lake Is solid as­ 
phalt 
No one knows the depths of this mys­ 
terious lake, the only information on 
the subject being the fact that long 
ago a boring was made to a depth of 
135 feet without reaching the bottom. 
The “cores” of this and other borings 
show that in consistency the asphalt 
remains the same to a very consider­ 
able depth. 
Curious as It may seem, there are 
many evidences that the entire mass 
comprising the lake is In constant but 
very slow motion. 
The surface is a 
series of great folds, and in the creases 
between these the rain w ater gathers. 
One w riter has aptly compared the 
surface of the asphalt to the skin of a 
great elephant, the creases being the 
folds In his hide. 
Along the edges of 
the pools of w ater grass, bushes and 
small trees take root, forming green 
“islands” of greater or less ex ten t—

TEXAS RANGERS 
AT WAR STRENGTH 


Four Companies Composed oi 


Men Who Do Things. 


MANY FROM THE RANCHES 


A re Used to Rough Life and Are F a­ 
m iliar With Every Foot of Border 
Territory— Drinking, 
Gambling 
and 
Profanity Are Barred—All Are Crack 
Shots and Hardened Troopers. 


For the first time in more than forty 
years the Texas ranger force has been 
recruited to its full strength of eighty- 
two men and officers. W hen Governor 
Ferguson issued an order recently that 
the organization be raised to “w ar” 
strength the office of Adjutant General 
Hutchings was immediately flooded 
with applications for enlistm ent Many 
muscular, keen eyed men, each bear­ 
ing the distinguishing marks of the 
ranch and open spaces in his attire and 
general aspect, went to Austin in per­ 
son and made every possible effort to 
get into the service. General Hutch­ 
ings says he could have easily formed 
a regiment within a few days. 
Practically all of the ranger recruits 
came from the ranches. Iii most in­ 
stances they are perfectly familiar with 
the border region. Besides being profi­ 
cient in the Spanish language, they 
know the Mexican character intimate­ 
ly. The rangers do not follow any de­ 
fined military tactics or rules of cam­ 
paign. They simply go out and “get1 
their men. The fact that the victim is 
usually dead when he is brought back 
makes the very name “ranger” a ter 
Tor to evildoers on the border. 


Strenuous R equirem ents. 
It has always been a requirement of 
the ranger force that he shall be an 
expert shot with pistol and rifle, a 
good rider, of perfect physical fitness 
and proved daring and bravery. To 
these essentials there has been added 
in comparatively recent years the re­ 
quirements that the ranger must net 
be addicted to gambling. And it 
easy to find plenty of men who meas 
m e up. 
Because a ranger shoots to 
trill in performance of his duty is no 
reason why he may not be a good 
church member. 
Captain John R. Hughes, who served 
for more than a quarter of a century 
ilk the ranger service and retired 
year or so ago, was of the mild man 
nered, churchgoing type, who was at 
the same time a terror to the lawless 
element. For several years he was sn 
perintendent of the Sunday school at 
Ysleta. He has been known to dismiss 
his Sunday school and mount his horse 
and go in a chase after bandits, per 
haps killing an outlaw or two on the 
expedition. Drinking, gambling and 
profanity 
were 
absolutely 
barred 
among the men comprising his com 
pany. 
The ranger force as now organized 
consists of four separate companies of 
mounted men, each company consist­ 
ing of a captain, one first sergeant and 
twenty privates. 


Their Equipm ent. 
The pay of the captains is $100 each 
a month; sergeants, $50; privates. $40 
The term of enlistment is two years, 
subject to disbandment of all or any 
part of the force at any time. Each of­ 
ficer, noncommissioned officer and pri­ 
vate is required to furnish himself 
with a suitable horse, saddle, bridle 
and clothing. The state must pay for 
the horse if it is killed in action. The 
carbine and pistol are furnished by the 
state, but the cost is deducted from the 
wages of the ranger on the first pay 
day. The state furnishes rations, camp 
equipage, ammunition and forage.

ruling.

The Fight at Carrizal, Mexico. 
The seventeen American soldiers, 
negro troopers of the Tenth cavalry, 
who were captured in the battle at 
Carrizal were taken to Chihuahua 
City, with Lem H. Spillsbury, a Mor­ 
mon scout, employed by General J. J 
Pershing, and were imprisoned. 
Spillsbury said that Captain Charles 
T. Boyd commanded the Americans 
and, with Lieutenant Henry R . Adair, 
■was among the killed. 
Captain Moore, who was with the 
American detachment, was wounded in 
the shoulder, but escaped. 
Spillsbury’s story as announced by 
General Jacinto Trevino, commander 
of the Carranza forces in the north, 
was to the effect that seventy-six ne 
groes, comprising Troop H of the 
Tenth, 
Captains 
Boyd and Moore 
Lieutenant Adair and himself, compos* 
ed the American detachment that en 
countered the Mexicans. 
Spillsbury said he saw on the field 
the bodies of Boyd and Adair and at 
least eleven of the negroes. 
Spillsbury's account follows: 
“When we arrived at Carrizal Cap­ 
tain Boyd dispatched a courier to the 
jefe politico of the little village, ad 
vising him that we were on our way to 
Villa Ahumada. 
“After we had waited some tim* 
Lieutenant Colonel Rivas came out arn 
warned Captain Boyd that he had bet 
ter turn back. Captain Boyd then ex 


plained that he was in pursuit of some 
bandits who he had heard had looted 
Santo Domingo and also "was bound to 
catch a negro deserter who he had 
heard was in Villa Ahumada. 
“In reply to this Lieutenant Rivas 
notified tho American that if he at­ 
tempted to advance he would have ti* 
pass over the dead bodies of the Mexi 
cans. 
He advised Boyd that he had 
better not argue the matter. 
“Rivas returned to the village to re­ 
port to his superior officer, General 
Gomez, who sent out a note inviting 
the Americans to enter Carrizal for a 
conference. Captain Boyd declined. 
“On this ground Gomez went out in 
person and insistently urged the Amer­ 
icans to retire, pointing out that his 
orders from his superiors necessitated 
his acting on them without further par­ 
ley. 
General Gomez repeated these 
words as he walked away. Boyd mere 
ly answered, ‘All right.’ ” 
General Trevino’s announcement then 
goes on to quote Sirillsbury as saying 
that after General Gomez had retired 
to his troops, who were lined up out­ 
side the town, Captain Boyd ordered 
his men to advance, whereupon Spills­ 
bury expostulated with him, arguing 
that a fight was sure to follow. 
Spillsbury is reported as saying that 
Captain Boyd “obstinately seemed to 
think that the Mexican general was 
only bluffing,” and the firing quickly 
began. He is quoted further: 
“Captain Boyd and Lieutenant Adair 
fell mortally wounded. Captain Moore 
was wounded in the shoulder, and im­ 
mediately the horses fled with the 
mounts, leaving behind seventeen ne­ 
groes and myself. 
We were forced to 
surrender. 
“I saw the bodies of Boyd and Adair 
and at least eleven negroes on the field 
of battle.” 
Mexican authorities asserted that the 
prisoners had been well treated en 
route to Chihuahua.

Under it it is possible to ex­ 
pand the strength of the militia to 
nearly 250,000 men on a war footing, 
and this may be done. 
Army Reorganization. 
The scheme of reorganization for the 
regular army under the new army bill 
has also been announced. 
It provides 
for the addition of seven regiments of 
infantry, two of vavalry, three of field 
and heavy artillery and two of engi­ 
neers. 
The act takes effect July I, 
and by the plan announced the new 
regiments composing the first annual 
increment of increase will be created 
DR.

States, 
drained 
the tank and then 
poured back one gallon only. 
At ex ­ 
actly twenty-three minutes after two, 
the car started on a non-stop run, with 
four passengers• 
Roberts rode as offi­ 
cial observer and took the speedometer 
reading before starting and at the end 
of the run. 
“ The route selected was from the 
river in Canal street to the cemeteries. 
The car made the round trip more 
than five times, while interested specta­ 
tors stood on the street wondering how 
many times the car could come back on 
the original gallon of fuel. 
“ Many stops had to be made between 
Camp and Rampart streets, but the 
motor was kept running the entire time 


at an average of eighteenfmiles an hour. 


The test was an actual one and the 
running represented the average de­ 
mand made on an automobile. 


“ After the thirty-third mile had reg­ 
istered, the exhaust pipe began to spit 
and the end of the run was evident. 
Another tenth showed on the speedo­ 
meter, however, before the car gave up 
absolutely for the want of fuel and 
marked the end of the test, the record 
of which is well worth being proud of 
by the Woodring-Hamilton Motor Co., 
local distributers for the 
Chevrolet 
cars. 


“ Andrew Cappetta, better known as 
“ Midget,” salesman connected with

Federal Inquiry or 
Railroad Strike? 


Faced by dem ands from the conductors, engineers, firemen and brakemen 
that would impose on the country an additional b u rd en in transportation costs Of 
$100,000,000 a year, the railroads propose that this wage problem be settled by 
reference to an impartial Federal tribunal. 
W ith these employes, whose efficient service is acknowledged, the railroad* 
have no differences that could not be considered fairly and decided justly by sucll 
a public body. 
Railroads Urge Public Inquiry and Arbitration 
T h e formal proposal of the railroads to the employes for the settlem ent cd 
the controversy is as follows: 


•‘O ur conferences have demonstrated that we cannot harmonize our difference* of opinion and that eventually th* 
matters in controversy must be passed upon by other and disinterested agencies. 
Therefore, we propose that yoni 
proposals and the proposition of the railways be disposed of by one or the other of the following methods: 
1. Preferably by submission to the Interstate Commerce Commission, the only tribunal which, by reason of its 
accumulated information bearing on railway conditions and its control of the revenue of the railways, is in a post* 
tion to consider and protect the rights and equities of all the interests affected, and to provide additional revenu* 
necessary to meet the added cost of operation in case your proposals are found by the Commission to be lust and 
reasonable; or, in the event the Interstate Commerce Commission cannot, under existing laws, act in the premise*, 
that we jointly’request Congress to take such action as may be necessary to enable the Commission to consider and 
promptly dispose of the questions involved; or 
2. By arbitration in accordance with the provisions of the Federal law ” (T h e Newland* Act). 
Leaders Refuse Offer and Take Strike Vote 
Leaders of the train service brotherhoods, at the joint conference held in New 
York, Ju n e 1-15, refused the offer of the railroads to submit the issue to arbitration 
or Federal review, and the employes are now voting on the question whether 
authority shall be given these leaders to declare a nation-wide strike. 
T h e Interstate Com m erce Commission is proposed by the railroads as the 
public body to which this issue ought to be referred for these reasons: 


No other body with such an intimate knowledge 
of railroad conditions has such an unquestioned posi­ 
tion in the public confidance. 
T he rates the railroads may charge the public for 
transportation ara now largely fixed by this Govern­ 
ment board. 
Out of every dollar received by the railroads from 
the public nearly one-half is paid directly to the em­ 


ployes as wages; and the money to pay increased wages 
can come from no other source than the rates paid 
by the public. 


T he Interstate Commerce Commission, with its con­ 
trol over rates, is in a position to make a complete 
investigation and render such derision as would pro­ 
tect the interests of the railroad employes, the owneta 
of the railroads, and the public.

The single issue before the country is whether this controversy is to be 
by an 
impartial Government inqutry or by industrial warfare.
